•\vards the left. This movement will defeat ' 
ntself if carried to extremes, and we have ' 
in this fair Dominion neither the peculiar 
ability, nor. we are thankful to say, the ^ 
])ecaliH.r sense of rapacious injustice that 
must underlie all successful tabioids. There 
is an elemer.t o: cruelty y.i the relation 
of news thai attacks an indinduaL Un- 
-îortunately some people like having them- 
aelve? splattered across the columns of a 
aiewspaper. whether fairly or unfairly. 
But in the long run innocent people suffer i 
tfor the satisfaction of the mob thirst for 
"■personal' news. Thus. whUe a bourgeois 
journal is obtainable that is of popular 
appeal, the result is in the end one of 
<lestrud:ive force. 

The control of a iHw.^paper over the 
■emotions of a countiy i-^ g^eneially over- 
rated, particulai'ly the influence of _ the 
-editorial column. In time of election it is 
thought that the editorial pulicy of power- 
ïul metrojjolitan dailies might be treraend- \ irtii feature 
ous factor.s in waging the battle for the 
•*tcau8e." But people are tru«r to human 
actualities than to worns. truer to such 
thing.< a.s uiKirnploymfni arîd the economic 
condiiiun.^, than they are the favored 
babblingt of .svt:> political pailisan. In 
«hort, t'ne new.spaper is of the moment 
rather titan the moment afleJ-. And the 
tabloid is of even briefer duration
